4.GIs Bound, Put Face Rowe, 
Machinegunned By Captors 


By HAL BOYLE 


AN ADVANCE AIR BASE IN KOREA, July 
26—()—A grim young corporal said Wednesday 
he and three other American prisoners were 
bound by North Koreans, forced to lie face down 
under a tree, and then machinegunned. 

Two of the Americans were killed outright, 
he said. Another was wounded, ly fatal- 
ly. surviving corporal got re bullets in 
one s er. 

U. S. fighter planes frightened the North Ko- 
reans away before they could finish him off, the 
corporal said. 


The corporal, a tank gunner, told his story 
here while awaiting air evacuation to a hospital 
in Japan. 

He said he was in one of five American 
. light tanks which ran into a force of 800 Korean 
s seven miles north of Yorgdong Mon- 


y. 

A guerrilla shell hit the gas tank of his 
vehicle and the crew abandoned it. They piled 
into a roadside ditch. 

“The Reds came down to the ditch from both 
ends with automatic weapons,” the corporal re- 
lated. ‘They killed our driver. The assistant 
driver disappeared... . I don’t know what hap- 
pened to him. The three of us left had to sur- 


The Reds made the corporal and one of his 
comrades take off their combat boots and started 
to march them to a village two miles away. 
Halfway there, ry tank commander, who 
had been wounded in the leg, could walk no 


“So they shot him to death,” the corporal 
said. 

Two other American prisoners were brought 
to the group later. The Reds then tied the hands 
of all four behind their backs with wire. 

They were allowed to sleep until 1 a. m. 
Tuesday when the Reds began a night march. 
Later in the morning the Reds ran into American 
mortar fire and warplane strafing. They split 
into three groups and headed deeper into the 
hills. 

The Red leader seemed to complain that the 
American prisoners were holding him up. 

“He made us lie down in the shade of a 
tree—face down,” the corporal said. “He told 
one of his men to machinegun us. The one who 
did it was just a kid, 16 years old.” 

The corporal said the man next to him was 
dying from bullet wounds in the chest and 
neck, “but he managed to untie my hands.” 

The corporal crawled a quarter of a mile 
across a rice paddy to three American tanks

Pope Urges Prayers for Peace, Don’t Hesitate— 


Calls War ‘Ruin, Death, Misery

' ROME, July 26—Deeply worried by the possibility of an- 
_. @ther world war Pope Pius XII Wednesday published an en- 
cyclical letter urging Bishops throughout the world to pray 
for peace among the nations. 

’ In his appeal the Pope also addressed himself to the heads 
of governments to make every effort for the attainment of 
a “true peace” and, with obvious reference to the atomic and 
hydrogen bombs, reminded them that another war might 
bring about destruction of the civilized world.

In four major campaigns in World War II, 
I watched British and American forces rolling 
toward victory. 
In the western desert of Africa it was Rom- 
mel in retreat. Then, on Sicily, Gen. George S. 
Patton's Third Army rolied the Germans and 
Italians back to Messina. 

In Italy it was always an advance. And in 
the European invasion I saw only victorious 
drives by the Americans. 


Now I’ve seen Americans in defeat. And 
I’m proud of them, even if they were licked 
in the Battle of Yongdong. They came out 
‘of that fight with their tails up and they 
came out like men. 


Down the hillsides and down the green valley 
they came, with brown masks of dust on their 
sweating faces. They swung down the road in 
marching columns and in small grops, looking 
for their units. 

They came out in jeeps and trucks. They 
came out in ambulances with their bandages 
blood-red. 

They came through a\haze of smothering dust 
that rolled up from the narrow road and drifted 
across the rice paddies. The dust came from the 
guns and the vehicles rolling back to the new 
positions where another stand will be made 
against an enemy with overwhelming numbets 
of infantry. 

The Americans got” out of ages Wed- 
nesday. 


The Reds opened their attack on the town 
Monday. They hit the Americans on both 
sides. The U. 8. forces decided to regroup 
in better defense positions a few hundred 
yards east of the line. 


But the enemy struck again late in the day 
and kept right on coming after dark in the first 
night attack of the war, 

At 1:30 Wednesday morning the North Ko- 
reans moved against the Americans with four 
tanks. The tanks herded several hundred Ko- 
rean men, women and children before them. 

The civilians were used as a human shield to 
protect the tanks during a bridge crossing. 

The Americans withheld their fire. The tanks 
crossed the bridge and maneuvered into position 
for attack.

U. S. troops salvaged their artillery and heavy 
equipment from Yongdong. They started pulling 
it toward the rear Tuesday. If they hadn’t done 
that, a road jam would have occurred and prob- 
ably many American lives would have been lost 
in the crossfire of infiltrating Communists. 

“You know what this is like?” said a soldier 
just down from the hills. “It’s like trying to play 
a three-man line against a seven-man line in 
football.” 

I suppose that’s as good a description as any 
—except that in this game the stakes are higher 
and the grandstand is far away. 

An ambulance crew came down the road and 
I hitched a ride. There were two dead men 
lying on stretchers on one side of the ambulance. 
Two .wounded men sat on the other side. One 
had a bloodstained bandage on his arm. The 
other nursed a badly bruised leg as the vehicle 
bounced over the ruts. 


One of them told me the story of the 
human tank shield again. He said: “The first 
thing they did was drive a big crowd of ref- 

. ugees out onto a bridge that we had mined. 
And right behind those people were tanks. 


“We couldn’t shoot the tanks without hitting 
women and children. And we just couldn't kill 
women and children that way.” 

And so the tanks drove the entering wedge 
in one part of the American line. That’s the 
kind of war it is. 

The ambulance threaded its way through traf- 
fic moving back from the front. The dead men 
we covered with blankets and only their toes 
stuck from the cover. The wounded men stared 
through the window in the rear door of the am- 


bulance. 
“IT don’t know where they get all their men,” 


one of them said. “They come at us by the hun- |

The other youth said, “I wonder how long 
we'll have to fight like this—with no flank 
protection.

Democratic primary results of Tuesday 
ran strongly on the side of progressive gov- 
ernment and while, if conservative, were 


nevertheless of the liberal conservative 
stamp and against willful reaction. 


In Oklahoma Rep. Mike Monroney, one 
of the most intelligently forward-looking 
men in Congress, defeated the veteran Sen. 
Elmer Thomas for nomination. Thomas, 
who had spent 28 years in the Senate, had 
powerful backing in his State, but had dis- 
credited himself by speculating in com- 
modities while Chairman of the Agricul- 
ture Committee. 


In Louisiana Sen. Russell Long, son of 
the late Huey Long, won a substantial vic- 
tory. Young Long had campaigned, say- 
ing, “The day of the demagogue is over.” 
He had honored his father, but disclaimed 
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The Public 
Ought To Be Told 


The people have a right to know what 
has happened to America’s armed strength. 

In the past four years taxpayers have 
paid out $48,750,000,000 for defense spend- 
ing. Before the beginning of mobilization 
there were 1,450,000 men in the armed 
services. . 

Repeatedly, the Defense Establishment 
has assured the country the armed serv- 
ices were able to take on aggression when- 
ever and wherever it might occur. The 
bitter truth is that in almost a month of 
fighting against a comparatively small 
force of Communist Koreans we have suf- 
fered almost daily reverses. 

The public has, to say the least, been 
misled.” Those responsible ought to be 
compelled to explain. 

We have checked back through the 
months of optimistic, even boastful, state- 


_ ments of those charged with keeping this 


country’s armed strength at a safe level. 

On October 13, 1949, President Truman 
declared U. S. defenses “adequate.” 

On October 17, 1949, Paul H. Griffith, 
Assistant Secretary of Defense, said in an 
address that the country’s military power 
had been rebuilt “from a point where it 
was stripped down like a Model T Ford 
in a junk dealer’s yard.” 

‘On October 21 Louis Johnson, Secre- 
tary of Defense, served notice he was 
“boss” of the Defense Establishment and 
warned that anyone who did not play the 
game his way would be put off the team. 
He subsequently carried out his threat in 
demoting or forcing out all those who 
dared oppose his policies. 

On the day previous, Gen. Omar Brad- 
ley, Chairman of the Joint Chiefs of Staff, 
viciously denounced critics of the Defense 
Department as “Fancy Dans.” He pre- 
dicted flatly there never again would be 
need for the type forces which played so 
large a part in winning the last war. 
Whether there is room at the top for such 
military dogma is a question that already 
has been answered in Korea. 

On October 30, as a result of Johnson's 

policies, the Navy ordered 77 more ships 
put into mothballs. Those ships are badly 
needed now. 
_ A news dispatch dated February 1, 1950, 
from Tokyo said the Joint Chiefs of Staff, 
on an inspection tour, were told by Gen- 
eral MacArthur that more land, sea and 
air power was needed in the Pacific. The 
situation in Asia, MacArthur said, was get- 
ting worse. He reminded the Joint Chiefs 
he had sent them a secret report a year 
earlier emphasizing the growing serious- 
ness of the situation. 

On February 14 Secretary Johnson de- 
clared, in an address in Washington, that 
the armed forces were set up “to return 
a blow from any aggressor at a moment's 
notice.” He boasted that all three services 
would be “ready to go at 5 o’clock in the 
morning” or any other hour an attack

his political ways. Sen. Long also had 
broken with the strong Dixiecrat elements 
in his State. 

In Arkansas Gov. Sid McMath, one of 
the most progressively liberal men in 
Southern politics, was renominated in what 
was the equivalent of re-election. The 
issue there had been Dixiecrat vs. McMath, 
and in his victory statement the winner 
said, “This will kill the Dixiecrat move- 
ment in the South and eliminate it from 
the nation.” ‘ 

It is worth noting this anti-Dixiecrat 
victory follows hard on the heels of a simi- 
lar defeat for the Dixiecrats in Alabama 
and South Carolina. 

The primary results generally are 
healthy and reassuring, however valid cer- 
tain objections may be to the nominees 
and their policies. 3 
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might come. In other speeches Johnson 
repeated this statement, adding the “Unit- 
ed States can lick hell out of Russia any 
time.” 

In a report of the Department of De- 
fense last Spring Johnson boasted he was 
converting defense “fat” into “muscle.” 
He said his policies were increasing the 
combat power of the armed forces. 

The first official warning that all was 
not well came from Gen. Dwight Eisen- 
hower who, in an address in New York on 
March 23, said the country had disarmed 
beyond safety. Four days later, in a state- 
ment from Key West, Johnson reiterated 
that our defense was “adequate.” 

That is only a skimpy record of the 
tragically erroneous information dealt out 
to the public by some of those in authority. 
While it is true that war in Korea was not 
foreseen, the record shows repeated warn- 
ings of growing tenseness in Asia went un- 
heeded. 

Still, the remedy is not to be found 
solely in Sec. Johnson’s onetime favorite 
tactic of “knocking heads together’—or in 
lopping them off altogether. Obviously, 
the country has been caught even less pre- 
pared than it was in December, 1941. We 
ought to re-examine, in an orderly manner, 
the philosophy behind the policies that 
have left us militarily bankrupt. Then and 
only then can the proper housecleaning be 
effected.

The Commas Can 
Make a Difference 


Atty. Gen. Eugene Cook reached for a large 

book in his library, exhibited it to us, and said: 

“We could reduce the size of this book dras- 

tically if we could set up a legislative drafting division in the Law 
Department.” 

The book was one of a number cf large books containing de- 
cisions of the Georgia Supreme Court. 

“A large percentage of the cases which occupied the Court's 
time, and brought forth decisions to fill the pages of this book, 
resulted from bills which were faulty or not-clearly drawn,” said 
the Attorney General, and he added, “or bills which had faulty or 
vague amendments added to them in the House or Senate.” 

We interrupted the Attorney General's disser- 


A Difference tation: “We thought you, yourself, set up a 
legislative drafting division in the Law Department many months 
ago. We remember a couple of assistant Attorneys General working 
hard on bills for solons while the legis'!ature was in session.” 

“Yes,” Cook replied. “I assigned some assistants to work with 
the legislators. They worked hard. I would guess they drafted 
70 percent of the measures introduced in the General Assembly 
in 1950. But they worked night and day to do it. There’s a differ- 
ence between assigning a couple of assistants to work during the 
legislative sessions and having the General Assembly establish a 
full-time legislative drafting bureau.” 

In the first place, the General Assembly should take action to 
require its members — many of whom are lawyers — to submit their 
bills and amendments to the Law Department for study to see that 
they are in the proper legal style, Cook.feels. Then as the bill is 
perfected in the House and Senate, it should come back to the Law 
Department as many times as necessary to be certain the amend- 
ments conform to the bill and the added language is legal. 

While 70 percent of the bills introduced in 1950 were drawn by 
the Law Department, Cook said the Law Department wouldn't 
recognize the laws as finally passed. So many changes were made 
between the time it was finally passed by both branches. 


Year-Round During the 1950 session, Cook pulled two of his 
assistants from them regular duties and put them 
to drawing bills full-time. A co-operative legislature deluged the 
lawyers with ideas for bills to be put into legal language. To get 
the proper service from a Legislative Drafting Bureau, Cook says 
it should be established on a year-round basis. Solons could send 
their measures to the Bureau months ahead of the session, and they 
could use the services of this Bureau for legislative research. 

“This would make for better legislation,” Cook said, putting his 
book of court decisions back into the case. “It: would reduce the 
size of this book. It would save money in court tests.” 

Many members of the legislature feel it would, too. Oddly, 
or not, those who feel the strongest in favor of having the Law 
Department review the bills and aid solons are the Senators and 
Representatives who are attorneys then'selves. They know the prob- 
lems of putting the commas in the right places to make a bill legal.

Li Thailand now has come through with 
an offer of 4,000 ground troops, which, it is 
hoped, will be an inspiration to other member 
nations, and Great Britain is expected soon to 
supply infantry. 


Our people have been disappointed, and 
understandably so, at the slow response among 


other member nations to the appeal for ground 
troops to help carry the burden in Korea—and 


it is a heavy one—though it is clearly under- 
stood by officials here that there are circum- 
stances which, in many cases, make it difficult 
to comply immediately. Among them are com- 
mitments at other exposed points on the world 
front. 


It would encourage our people, and bolster 


the morale of the free nations of the world, 
if the UN would proceed now with plans for a 
permament internationa! police force, while going 


ahead at the same time with the immediate task , 


of creating a more representative international 
army for the Korean front. 

That would strengthen the UN, enedidiake 
its position and influence and serve notice to 
any nation with aggressive intent that an inter- 
national army would be ready and organized 
for any new thrust at vulnerable sectors such 
as that in Korea. It would give the UN sub- 
stance and real authority. 

Our people have given the UN fine and con- 
tinued support, and have constantly advocated, 
through numerous organizations, various pro- 
posals for strengthening it and broadening its 
usefulness, among them always the creation of 
the international police force provided by its 
charter. This is reflected in numerous resolu- 
tions in Congress. Jhe Kotean crisis has plainly 
demonstrated the need of an enforcement arm, 
which becomes, consequently, the most pressing 
need. 


As envisaged here, the plan for that 
would embrace voluntary enlistments from 
member nations for the international army, 
as well as fixed quotas for each nation from 
existing forces. It is recognized that such 
troops must be carefully selected to pro- 
duce the greatest efficiency and high mo- 
rale. 


There are difficulties, to be sure—in the way 
of financing such an international police force, 
in language and other differences that are found 
in a military force recruited from divers nations; 
in the matter of standardization qf arms, though 
this last is a problem that is being worked out 
now with other nations in the North Atlantic 
Pact. All these difficulties can be overcome 
with patience and determination, as they must 
be overcome if the UN is going to realize its 
purpose and be prepared to cope with future 
acts of aggression. 

Up to now the UN has met its responsibili- 
ties in this crisis with boldness and dispatch. 
Now is the time to take this next step.

Credit Where Credit Is Due 


WASHINGTON—It is time to give credit where credit is due. 
In the month that has passed since June 25, when Southern Korea 
was attacked, President Harry S. Truman has consistently acted 
with courage and decision. 

The fact is that Truman’s mood has now undergone a complete 
change, according to those who have worked closely with him 
during this long, anxious month. The grin in which his face was 
formerly permanently wreathed has disappeared. So, at last, has 
the euphoric Presidential conviction that “everything’s going to be 
all right.” 

The Korean aggression, and the military weakness of the 
United States revealed in Korea, are both said to have come as a 
profound shock to Truman. Thus the cockiness which has charac- 
terized the President since his victory in 1948 has suddenly been 
replaced by a certain, unaccustomed grimness. And at any rate 
for the time being, all Truman’s energies are concentrated on deal- 
ing with the great danger which now confronts this country. 


Out of this change of mood have 
come Truman’s two great deci- 
sions, to meet the challenge in Korea head-on, and to start a really 
serious program for the rearmament of the United States and the 
Western world. Another outcome of the change of Presidential 
mood has been an increasingly visible shift in the anatomy of power 
within the Truman administration. 

It is significant that the elaborate plans, which were being 
laid before the Korea attack, for another Truman political junket 
to “sell” the Fair Deal program and Fair Deal candidates, have 
now been shelved. The politicians and political advisers who were 
gleefully preparing these plans and other domestic political strate- 
gems no longer have easy access to the White House. Equally, 
such advocates of business-as-usual as Secretary of the Treasury 
John Snyder and Commerce Secretary Charles Sawyer have seen 
their White House influence reduced close to the zero mark. 

While such men have been moving into the wings, others have 
moved front and center—most notably, perhaps, Gen. Omar Brad- 
ley and special Presidential assistant Averell] Harriman. Bradley 
now doubles in brass as chairmaf of the Joint Chiefs of Staff and 
as the unofficial Presidential chief of staff. He sees the President 
alone every morning at 9:30 and briefs him at length both on the 
specific tactical situation in Korea and on the general strategic 


situation. 
Bradlev Attends Bradley also attends all the once-weekly 
? meetings of the National Security Coun- 
cil, and the twice-weekly meetings of the Cabinet. The Cabinet 
meetings are now largely given over to military briefings, con- 
ducted by Bradley, and to discussion of the economic impact of 
rearmament. Such formerly live issues as thes Brannan farm plan 
and the Ewing health plan are now exceedingly moribund if not 
entirely dead. 

Harriman also attends both the Security Council and Cabinet 
meetings. Moreover, he spends much of his time in the west wing 
of the White House, seeing the President often several times a 
day. Secretary of State Dean Acheson usually sees the President 
only twice a week, on Tuesday and Thursday. Ordinarily, this 
situation could be expected to give rise to conflict between Ache- 
son and Harriman. Actually, the two men have entire confidence 
in each other, and work very closely together. Indeed, Harriman’s 
new role has in fact strengthened Acheson’s position. 

National Security Resources Board Chairman Stuart Syming- 
ton has also been especially close to Truman since Korea, and 
he has been given the central responsibility for guiding the Tru- 
man rearmament program through Congress. Among the lesser- 
known figures in the post-Korea inner circle at the White House 
have been Special Consultant Sidney Souers, Executive Secretary 
James Lay, of the NSC, and Naval Aide Robert L. Dennison, who 
briefs the President throughout the day, on important dispatches 
from Korea or elsewhere. Health permitting, Gen. Bedell Smith 
is expected soon to become chief of the Central Intelligence Agency, 
and he will undoubtedly join this inner circle. 


Two Great Decisions 


Truman also frequently confers individually with 
A Mystery the three s**vice secretaries, Army Secretary 
Frank Pace, Air Force Secretary Thomas Finletter and Navy 
Secretary Francis Matthews, now welded into an effective team 
as the joint secretaries. As for Truman’s Secretary of Defense, 
Louis A. Johnson, he goes to the White House about once a 
week, usually for an hour, in the late afternoon. But the exact 
status of the Truman-Johnson relationship remains something of 
a mystery. 

The two men have never been personally close. And it is surely 
clear to Truman by now that the advice he has accepted from 
Johnson has been little short of catastrophic. It must be said that 
Truman himself was only too ready to accept Johnson's assurances 
that the country was getting “greater combat capabilities at less 
expense.” Yet it must also be said in all fairness that since June 
25 Truman has shown real leadership in repudiating so totally 
and rapidly the disastrous policies of his Secretary of Defense. As 
to whether Truman can sustain the leadership he has shown, and 
whether the man who has now been so publicly repudiated will 
retain his post, these questions remain to be settled. There is an 
obvious, direct connection between the two questions.

| uickly: What is the first-thing you think of 


ent-house? Long rub-

If that is your answer, you 
aren't thinking of the No. 70 15th 
Street ts, between the 
Peachtrees, plarined and built 
by Finch and Barnes, Archi- 
tects, for A. @. Smith, the 
owner. 

A departure from the usual 
method of compressing as much 
living space as possible into as 
little dirt footage as possible, the 
L-shaped, eight-unit building is 
the result of two visionary 
young architects being given 
free reign by an owner, and the 
outcome, while something new 
to Atlanta, has, 
pleasure of its parents, been 
warmly received. 

The old bugaboo of apart- 
ment buildings, the long, musty, 
charmless corridor, is non-exist- 
ent. Instead, all downstairs 
apartments have their own ac- 
cess to the ¢ourt, around which 
the building is laid, and the up- 
stairs units give onto covered 
galleries, open at the sides, 
which afford light and air for 
the apartments, shade and pro- 
tection from the elements, and 
are, not accidentally, a more 
practical and less expensive 
form of -construction than in- 
terior passageways. 

The outer walls, brick veneer 
on one side, on the other side 
are ls of a structural ma- 

called cemesto, which are 
painted in a soft progression of 
colors which have been the 
source of great pain to some of 
the neighborhood, and of great 
pleasure to others.

Children of Divorced Parents 
Most Deeply Affected by Split

What happens to the children of divorced parents? 


Ironically, of all who are involved in divorce, they are the most innocent and the cijmping gre 
ones who are most deeply affected. 


These are the children who, torn by suffering, turn to playing truant, failing in 


school, running away, or sometimes turn to stealing. They are the ones who walk in their 


sleep, who regress to bed wetting, and who have frightening nightmares. 


Typical of them all was the 
towheaded, freckled face son 
of an alcoholic divorcee. He 
complained that his socks were 
so heavy he could hardly dress 
in the morning. 

“I’m always so sleepy,” the 
boy would sigh. “If I could, I'd 
go to bed and sleep forever and 
ever.” 

If he had been older, the child 
would have said he wanted to 
die. 

It is such children of divorce 
who are welcomed to play 
therapy at the Family Service 
Society at 105 Forrest Avenue. 
The case workers have come 


to understand them, and have 
tried to help them. 


These children have faced 


, devastating things, say the so- 


ciety case workers. 


Long before the marriage is 
dissolved im the divorce courts, 
it is dissolved in the home, they 
point out, and the child can feel 
it. The intuitive child is as 
aware of tensions as he is of 
outward manifestations, and he 
always knows something is 
wrong, though he may never 
hear an argument. 


And when the marriage is 
dissolved, then comes the pain 
of separation from a parent and 
a change in the established or- 
der. Always there is a confu- 
sion of loyalties, especially if 
there is a. remarriage, if the 
parents are openly hostile 
toward each other, or even if 
mother and father take turns 
keeping the child. 

After the separation comes 
the terrible humiliation of being 
different from other boys and 
girls. Often the child develops 
a deep sense of guilt, say case 
workers, because he feels this 
split-up, which he can’t un- 
derstand, was meant to punish 
him for some fancied wrong- 
doing. 

Apart from these immediate 
and searing effects, there are 
the more lasting difficulties that 
come from life with mother,

maks sexual adjustment in 
marriage difficult. 

Then too, say the experts, 
children need a masculine or 
feminine pattern to follow. A 
boy learns to be a man by living 
with a man. A girl learns to be 
a lady from her mother. 

Also, the child may form a 
too-close relationship with its 
mother, which causes later mal- 
adjustments. Or the mother 
may put too much responsibil- 
ity on her children, taxing them 


dangerously past their capacity. 

But perhaps the most tragic 
consequence is that the child is 
often cut off from honest love 
and is given, instead, an exag- 
gerated attention intended to 
compensate for the lack of true 
affection. 


Should this happen, the child’s 
sense of security, his capacity 
to love, and his behavior pat- 
terns suffer. His whole life is 
stamped with the tragedy, as he 
loses his chance for emotional 
maturity and develaps instead 
into a frustrated, broken per- 
sonality. 

Of course, case workers point 
out, these children are pretty 
sturdy considering the devas- 
tating events of their early 
years. 

Often people outside the home, 
teachers, Scout leaders, or even 
a grandfather or an uncle, may 
help a youngster through bad 
experiences. Sometimes they 
help themselves. 

Bad effects can also be min- 
imized if the frustrations en- 
countered by the child have 
been few and far between; if 
the split-up comes when the 
child is of school age; and if he 
has experienced a great deal 
of warmth during his early 


years.

Consistency is a solid factor in 
the relationship between parents 
and children. Children know 
“where they're at” when they 
know what to expect of their fa- 
ther or mother. . 

Even if a degree of strictness 
enters into the manner of raising 
them, if it is carried out pretty 
consistently, they know where 
they stand. Even in a more lib- 
eral approach to handling and 
discipline, it is stabilizing for a 


boy or girl to have some inkling | 
as to how a mother or father | 
will react — especially to what | 
might be naughtiness or mischief | 
—or else to ordinary human ac- | 


cidents. Likewjse, the opposite | 
— inconsistency —is disturbing | 


and confusing. 


For instance, a mother or fa- 
ther may mae a scene because 
a child quite accidentally knocks 
over a glass of milk or has 
some other mishap at the family 
table.
